He gave the order to fire, 
and six shots were fired. Of these six shots three. | 
hit this poor young chap. AlDuding to the state- 
ment that the soldiers wore rubber boots, 
counsel said that it was not much use if they 
could hear the military half a mile away. The 
object was to go-quietly. Lieut. Smith shouted 
the *‘ Cease fire,” and found afterwards in the 
Bridewell that the sergeant’s information about 
the six shots having been fired was correct. Con- 
cluding, he described the duty of the soldiers as 
unpleasant, distasteful. and dangerona, and eaid 
that it was only right that the jury shouid 
realise that and beer it in mind when investi- 
gating the case. 
OFFICER’S STORY.

A civilian or a 
soldier took them and attended to the wounded 
mar. He then got all his men together and 
took them back to the lorry, and got the am- 
bulance summoned by telephone. He took 
two soldiers and one policeman back 
to. the scene of the firing, and 
went into a house from which he 
heard noises emenatieg. He saw a body in- 
side the house, bleeding from the hand. Some- 
body said to him, “ did you kill this 
lad?” He replied, “I did not order firing.” 
He repeated the statement to a man as he was 
leaving the house.

I feel confident, notwithstanding all the 
tall talk of the extreme Sinn Fein vee J , that 
Ireland in the end will accept the Government’s 
policy; that the majority of the people will re- 
cognise the impossibilities of either Dominion 
Home Rule or an Irish Republic, end that the 
sooner Professor Culverweli, Sir Horace Plun- 
keit, “ Pax,” and the latest recruit, Sir Thomas 
Stafford, take a back seat and permit the pre- 
sent Home Rule Bill, which alone holds the field, 
to proceed, the better it will be for all our 
harassed interests, and the future well-being of 
Ireland. I+ is almost universally forgotten t 
the present Home Rule Bill is a far more gene- 
rous measure than any previous bill of the same 
sort, and that it confers on the two Parlia- 
ments powers, at any rate, equal to any State 
Government either in America or in the British 
Commonwealths. It is a pity, of course, that 
the Home Rule Bill could not have preceded any 
coercive measures. But everyone must recognise 
the immensity and importance of the duties fall- 
ing upon the shoulders of the Premier, and that 
a settlement of the Home Rule difficulty cannot 
come until he is able to devote more of his time 
than has been the case lately to untying the 
Irish knot so tightly put together by the various 
sections of Irish opinion. All these join in ex- 
pressions of love and loyalty to the dear little 
island. but heve failed lamentably hitherto. tn 
evolving any scheme which can supplant that 
of the Government, or could have any other 
result than to plunge Ireland into civil war. The 
choice really lies between the Government's bill 
and anarchy. re is no alternative. T be-' 
lieve that, when the two possibilities are clearly 

laced before the Irish ple, and the Home 

ule Bill, improved, as I feel sure it will be in 
many important particulars, is the law of the 
land, the right decisien wil! not be long in com-
